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The  Nursing  Sundial  Design 


In  2003,  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  Nurses’Alumnae 
Association  commissioned  world-renowned  sculptor  Nancy  Schon 
to  create  a piece  to  honor  both  the  nursing  profession  and  the 
nurses  of  the  MGH. 

Schon  spent  nearly  six  months  researching  th.e  profession,  practice 
and  culture  of  nursing,  formulating  her  thoughts  for  the  design.  To 
represent  nursing  as  both  a concept  as  old  as  civilization  and  a 24- 
hour  practice,  Schon  designed  a large-scale,  bronze  sundial,  a time- 
telling device  in  use  for  nearly  3,000  years. 

Three  human  figures  - inspired  by  the  Greek  goddesses  and 
representing  nursing’s  past,  present  and  future  - stand  atop  a 
round,  7-foot,  bronze  base.  The  ‘past’  figure  carries  a lantern,  a 
tribute  to  Florence  Nightingale;  the  ‘present’  carries  a book, 
indicating  the  importance  of  intellectual  and  educational  changes 
in  the  profession;  and,  the  ‘future’  carries  a globe,  representing  the 
universality  and  multicultural  aspects  of  nursing  and  nurses,  and 
that  nursing  and  nursing  education  exist  in  both  the  real  and 
expanding  virtual  worlds. 

The  sculpture  rests  on  a 10-foot-wide,  Chelmsford  granite  pedestal 
and  features  quotations  from  noted  nurses  Florence  Nightingale 
and  Ruth  Sleeper,  a New  England  native. 

A replica  of  an  MGH  nurses’  cap  from  the  1800s  pays  tribute  to 
the  hospital’s  former  nursing  school.

About  Nancv  Schon 


Perhaps  best  known  locally  for  her  "Make  Way  for  Ducklings" 
figures  in  the  Boston  Public  Garden.  Nancy  Schon  has  been 
commissioned  to  create  sculptures  that  appear  throughout  the 
United  States  and  the  world,  including  England,  Russia  and 
S\\  itzerland. 

Her  immediate  famil}  provided  inspiration  throughout  her  early  life 
as  a sculptor,  with  works  exploring  mother  and  child  relationships 
and  family  acti\  ities.  With  time  and  as  her  family  grew,  Schon’s 
sculptures  represented  more  mature  indi\  iduals  and  \ arious  themes 
around  groups  of  people,  how  the\  interacted  and  related.  She  refers 
to  these  works  as  "frozen  emotions,"  which  tell  stories  about  life 
through  metaphor. 

Schon  soon  recognized  that  most  people  regard  sculptures  quite 
casually.  She  wanted  her  works  to  have  a more  interactive  quality  - 
to  teach  \ aluable  "life  lessons"  while  giving  people  joy  and  delight, 
.Animals  pro\  ed  the  perfect  messengers,  encouraging  people  to 
interact  with  what  they  normally  are  told  not  to  touch.  Today, 
millions  of  children  - ages  two  to  92  - happily  touch,  sit  on  or  pose 
with  her  \ arious  creations. 

She  continues  to  cast  her  sculptures  in  bronze,  recognizing  that  it  is 
durable,  blends  w ith  other  materials  surrounding  buildings,  has  a 
wonderful  tactile  quality,  and  "happily  sparkles  in  the  sunlight." 

Schon  is  a graduate  of  the  Museum  School  of  the  Boston  Museum  of 
Fine  Arts  and  resides  in  Newton.  Massachusetts.

How  delighted  we  are  to  have  you  here  today  to  celebrate  the  dedication  of  the  Nursing 
Sundial  Sculpture.  Sorry  the  weather  did  not  provide  the  sun  for  the  sundial  though  I think 
there  is  enough  energy  and  light  in  this  room  to  illuminate  the  sundial. 

Five  years  ago  1 was  asked  to  be  on  the  Board  of  the  Alumnae  Association.  It  made  me  think 
about  the  organization  in  a way  I had  not  done  before.  As  the  school  of  nursing  closed  twenty 
years  ago  all  members  of  the  alumnae  association  are  forty  plus  years  old;  a time  when  one 
starts  to  reflect  upon  life's  accomplishments  and  the  legacy  one  will  leave.  Each  and  every 
MGH  graduate  has  been  deeply  inHuenced  by  our  education  at  MGH.  I then  thought  we  need 
to  have  a sculpture  to  represent  nursing.  1 know  for  certain  Pat  Murphy  had  no  idea  that  when 
I graciously  accepted  that  I had  a vision  in  mind. 

At  the  very  first  meeting  1 proposed  that  we  consider  commissioning  a NURSING  sculpture  to 
donate  to  MGH.  The  idea  was  met  with  mixed  emotions  but  there  was  enough  enthusiasm 
that  I emailed  Nancy  Schon.  There  had  been  an  article  about  her  in  the  local  newspaper. 

She  responded  immediately  and  the  Erst  thing  she  said  was,  “I  Love  nurses.”  Clearly  a great 
way  to  start! 

Nancy  met  with  members  of  the  Board.  Jeanette  Ives-Erickson,  Marianne  Dittomassi, 
Members  of  the  Nursing  Department  Management  team,  Ruth  Farrisey  and  Ann  Caldwell.  In 
the  next  two  years  Nancy  consolidated  the  broad  concepts  presented  to  her,  did  research  about 
nursing,  read  biographies  of  Florence  Nightingale  and  talked.  We  talked  for  endless  hours  in 


her  studio.  It  took  Nancy  a few  months  to  convince  the  nurse  in  each  of  us  that  a traditional 
nurse  with  a child  and  a geriatric  patient  was  not  the  only  to  represent  nursing. 

Nancy  kept  talking  about  making  a sculpture  that  was  interactive,  something  people  could  sit 
on  and  most  importantly  a sculpture  that  would  make  people  think. 

Indeed  she  met  all  of  her  goals.  Nancy  likes  to  say  that  she  has  made  nurses  into  Greek 
Goddesses  on  a pedestal.  Not  a bad  concept  for  nurses  to  contemplate  at  the  end  of  a busy  day 
on  any  unit  at  the  MGH. 

For  me  the  sculpture  presents  nursing  in  a quiet,  elegant  manner.  As  nurses  are  - quiet  and 
elegant.  I'here  is  a chaiisma  to  quietness  that  is  often  overlooked.  The  sculpture  also 
represents  the  tenets  of  our  heritage — Florence  Nightingale-her  lantern  lighting  the  way  for 
nurses  of  many  generations  - her  quote  '"NURSING  IS  AN  ART:  THE  FINEST  OF  THE  FINE 
ARTS"  — what  a great  concept,  nurses  often  forget  that  fact. 

Fhe  sculpture  also  represents  the  continued  learning  that  is  imperative  in  nursing — Ruth 
Sleeper  who  was  the  Director  of  the  School  and  the  Department  of  Nursing  was  an  influence 
for  the  school  long  after  she  retired — a grand  lady  in  all  aspects  of  her  life.  Always,  always 
more  to  learn  for  care  and  cure — 

The  last  silhouette  holds  the  globe  to  represent  the  universality  of  nursing  and  the  horizons 
that  have  yet  to  be  mastered. 

We  wanted  a wa\  to  sa\  thank  you  to  MGFI  and  to  continue  to  inspire  people  to  choose 
nursing  as  a profession.  Imagine  how  eas\  it  will  be  for  Jeanette  Ives-Erickson  to  recruit 
nurses  to  a hospital  who  puts  their  nurses  on  a pedestal. 

Each  year  during  Nurse  Recognition  week  Jeannette  gives  what  I call  a State  of  Nursing 
Address.  Last  year  Jeanette  emphasized  that  nurses  need  to  portray  the  profession  in  a 
positive  light — to  emphasize  our  unique  talents  and  skills — Indeed  this  is  a positive  start  in 
that  direction. 

From  the  start  of  the  planning  for  the  sculpture  it  was  our  intent  to  make  the  project 
representative  of  all  the  nurses  at  MGFI-thus  the  dedication  at  the  start  of  Nurse’s  Week-the 
MGH  cap  is  included  on  the  sculpture  so  that  evervone  will  aspire  to  solid  teaching  and 
commitment  to  professionalism  that  was  inherent  in  our  training — the  inclusion  of  the  ether 
cone  so  clearly  part  of  the  hospital’s  heritage. 

I closing  I want  to  thank  the  many  people  who  have  been  instrumental  in  making  this  project  a 
reality.  I want  to  thank  Jane  Claflin  who  from  our  initial  meeting  said  we  must  do  this — 
Jeanette  Ives  Erickson  without  whom  we  would  still  be  planning — thank  you  for  all  your 
support  and  direction — Marianne  Dittomassi  who  has  been  tireless  in  her  support  and  her 
hours  of  work  on  this  sculpture— Dr  Gil  Sanchez  who  was  one  of  the  first  physicians  I 
mentioned  this  project  to— it  was  certainly  in  keeping  with  his  commitment  to  MGH  archival 
activitv — little  did  I know  when  1 mentioned  it  to  him  that  he  was  a neighbor  and  friend  of 
Nancy  Schon’s.  fhe  members  of  the  Board  who  have  been  most  supportive  and  generous. 
L.inda  Lass  Orrell  has  given  tirelessly  of  her  time  and  energy.  All  of  the  donors  who  have  so 
graciously  reached  into  their  wallets  to  support  this  project 


Thank  you  to  all  our  friends  and  colleagues— nurses,  physicians,  alumnae — the  alumnae  have 
been  very  enthusiastic  and  generous  in  their  support  of  this  project — 1 personally  want  to 
thank  my  niece  Karen  who  from  our  Urst  conversation  five  and  a half  years  ago  has  been 
unfaltering  in  her  support— Auntie  this  is  a great  idea — just  do  it— 

Ann  Caldwell,  the  President  of  IHP,  recently  asked  me  if  I had  another  project  in  the  making— 
-Indeed  1 do— there  is  a documentary  film  maker  in  Watertown  who  has  a degree  in 
Philosophy  from  Princeton — 1 have  written  her  twice  to  encourage  her  to  do  a documentary 
about  Nursing. 

Continue  to  enjoy  the  charisma  of  the  quietly  elegant  nursing  sculpture  and  the  quiet  elegance 
of  each  nurse  you  encounter  in  life’s  path.

In  many  ways,  that  verse  sums  up  the  spirit  of  nursing  much  as  the  artwork  of  this  sundial 
represents  the  spirit  of  nursing  in  the  many  roles  that  nurses  play  as  they  bring  their  training, 
their  education,  and  their  compassion  to  ease  not  just  "one  life  the  aching,"  but  thousands  of 
lives  that  they  touch  in  their  careers. 
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Nurses  have  always  responded  to  the  needs  of  their  patients.  As  Clara  Barton  once  said, 
"whether  you  like  it  or  not,  whether  it  is  bearable  or  not;  you  must  never  think  of  anything 
except  the  need,  and  how  to  meet  it." 

One  of  the  needs  of  health  care  today,  is  to  attract  more  people  into  careers  in  nursing  at  every 
level,  including  nursing  faculty  positions.  That  is  why  I have  advocated  legislation  to  attract 
and  retain  the  best  people  to  the  nursing  profession.  Without  more  nurses  in  hospitals,  health 
centers,  nursing  homes,  schools,  and  the  community,  we  will  not  be  able  to  achieve  the  high 
quality  health  outcomes  that  the  public  expects  and  deserves.  We  cannot  increase  the  supply  of 
nurses  by  willing  it  to  be  so  through  the  passage  of  a law,  but  through  a comprehensive 
approach  that  builds  a profession  that  women  and  men  will  want  tojoin  and  be  proud  to  serve. 

One  of  the  ways  to  meet  that  need,  1 believe,  is  for  everyone  - physicians,  administrators, 
legislators,  patients,  and  even  nurses  themselves,  to  value  the  special  contributions  and  skills 
of  nurses.  We  all  need  to  let  nurses  know  both  personally  by  telling  them  and  publicly  by 
telling  others  - how  critically  important  they  are  to  caring  for  others  whether  by  promoting 
prevention  before  someone  is  sick,  caring  for  them  when  they  are  sick,  and  easing  their  pain  at 
the  end  of  life. 

As  we  are  about  to  begin  the  annual  observance  of  National  Nursing  Week,  it's  especially 
fitting  that  we  dedicate  this  sundial.  The  Nursing  Profession  deserves  recognition  more  than 
one  week  a year,  and  this  sundial  will  serve  as  a continual  reminder  to  all  who  pass  by  that  we 
need  to  value  nurses  and  nursing  because  of  the  important  role  they  play  in  every  aspect  of 
health  care. 

1 am  honored  to  Join  with  you  today  to  be  a part  of  this  ceremony  because  it  salutes  a group  of 
women  and  men  who  help  to  put  a caring  human  face  on  field  of  endeavor  that  sometimes 
may  seem  coldiv  scientific  or  overly  dependent  on  money.  The  best  nurses  are  those  who 
continue  to  strive  to  be  better,  to  feel  that  they  must  always  provide  their  patients  with  their 
best  efforts. 

As  Florence  Nightingale  once  stated:  "Nursing  is  most  truly  said  to  be  a high  calling,  an 
honorable  calling.  But  what  does  the  honor  lie  in'i’  In  working  hard  during  your  training  to 
learn  and  to  do  all  things  perfectly.  The  honor  does  not  lie  in  putting  on  Nursing  like  your 
uniform.  Flonor  lies  in  loving  perfection,  consistency,  and  in  working  hard  for  it:  in  being 
ready  to  work  patiently:  ready  to  say  not  'How  clever  1 am!'  but,  '1  am  not  yet  worthy;  and  I 
will  live  to  deserve  to  be  called  a Trained  Nurse.'" 

It  has  been  said  that  an  honorable  profession  calls  forth  the  chance  for  responsibility  and  the 
opportunity  for  achievement;  against  these  measures,  nursing  is  especially  fulfilling  because  it 
is  so  important  to  the  health  and  lives  of  others.  On  behalf  of  my  colleagues  in  state 
government.  I am  proud  tojoin  in  saluting  the  profession  of  nursing.

School  of  Nursing  Archives  Room

By  mid-summer,  the  MGH  School  of  Nursing  archives  will  have  a new  home  on  the 
fourth  floor  of  the  Catherine  Filene  Shouse  Building  at  the  MGH  Institute  of  Health 
Professions  in  the  Charlestown  Navy  Yard.  Build-out  of  the  space  dedicated  to  the 
archives  is  nearing  completion. 

With  generous  funding  from  the  MGH  Nurses’  Alumnae  Association,  the  Institute  has 
worked  with  the  building  property  management  company  and  the  Institute’s 
operations  manager  to  design  and  install  appropriate  environmental  and  security 
controls  for  the  storage  and  preservation  of  the  archives. 

Individuals  from  the  property  management  company  have  many  years’  experience  and 
expertise  in  the  design  of  environmentally  controlled  areas  throughout  Partners 
facilities.  They  contracted  with  the  vendors  who  installed  the  environmental  control 
unit  that  will  maintain  constant  temperature  and  humidity  levels  so  critical  to 
preserving  archival  materials,  as  well  as  the  electrical  and  security  systems.  The 
envelope  of  the  room  was  sealed  to  prevent  moisture  penetration,  and  a special  rubber 
tile  floor  was  laid.  There  are  detectors  for  fire,  smoke,  heat,  and  humidity,  which  will 
automatically  call  for  emergency  service  that  is  available  24  hours  a day,  seven  days  a 
week.  An  emergency  generator  is  available  should  the  power  go  off.  A security 
system  has  been  installed,  with  access  controlled  by  pin  code,  to  insure  that  only  those 
persons  authorized  to  be  in  the  room  can  gain  access. 

The  room  has  been  wired  for  telephone  and  computer  access  and  furnished  with  a 
work  surtace  and  a computer.  Fluorescent  lighting  with  ultra  violet  shields  will  be 
installed  in  June.  Archival  document  boxes  and  supplies  will  be  ordered  and  shelving 
installed,  after  which  the  archives  will  be  brought  from  the  off-site  storage  at 
CoLintway  Tibrary  to  the  Institute. 

Once  on  site,  a preservation  plan  will  be  developed  to  secure  the  collection  in  archival 
document  boxes  and  other  appropriate  archival  storage  containers.  Alumnae 
interested  in  assisting  with  this  project  are  urged  to  call  Hannah  Potter  (617)  726-8003 
or  email  her  at  hpotterO  mehihp.edu.
